They Fired on Oolored Dock La- 
torars Who Supplanted Them. 


OHLEANS, ^Jarch 13.—Tho thick fog 
In tho early morninf? was tho vail behind 
which desporato whito lovco laborers gath- 
ered, and wliloh thoy pouetratod vrith Win- 
chester rifle balls aimed at the oolored non- 
union men at work on the ships. The at- 
tack wag made at points several miles 
iiparti just before tho arrival of tho police, 
and as a result there aTO half a dozen 
corpsca and a dozi^n or So wounded men. 


The police saw the attack, but no arrests 
foUowod, they claiming they wore too fow 
to cope with tho unexpected outbreak. Tho 
day before tlie mayor said all was quiet, 
and the governor saw no grourds for in- 
terforencG, but today tho busiucsa men are 
denounciuf? both. The militia la in readi- 
ness to move, an appeal to tho federal gov- 
ernment has virtually been made, and 
even tho foreign consuls have decidod to 
Join in tho movoment for peace at any 
price. 


Tho causes which led to tho troubles 
have boon of long standing, and grew out 
of tho attempts of ship agents and others 
interested to reduce rates, 
The whito 
Boremnon claim that tho colored men, • 
who were given a share of tho work under i 
an agreement, mado socrot cuts and vio- i 
lated the agreement in order to obtain ; 
more work and gradually crowd tho whito 
men off. The whito associations then sev- 
ered all ties with tho blacks and refused to 
work with»thom or for tho men who em- 
ployed thom. 
Tho whito 'longshoremen 
joined tho screwmen in this. 
Slnco then 
the steamship lines have boon gradually 
going over to tho negroes. 


Lately tho white sorewmen quit work 
on tho lines still loyal to thom, and stated 
that thoy would not work until the wholo 
'affair was straightened out. Several more 
lines than took on negro labor from neces- 
sity. Tho whites finally determined to re- 
taliate on the stevedores by offering to re- 
duco rates and deal with tho ships direct. 
Shfps in haste accepted tho offer, but tho 
agents stood by the stevedores. 


Tho lat-^r oi/ered to pay moro thau the 
Borewmen asiied, but the screwmen re- 
fused to deal with them. Tho agents of- 
fered to pay tho screwmen their wages 
and pay tlie stevedores over them as su- 
perintendents, but tho screwmen again 
docllned. Then tho stevedores began Im- 
porting colored screwmen from Galveston, 
and tho whites, growing deaporate, broko 
looso in riot. 


Tho dead are: 
William Campbell (col- 
ored). screwmau, shot at Philip street; 
Jules Calico Carrabe, shoemaker, shot in 
front of tho Lyons clothing store; un- 
known, shot in tho vicinity of Cromwell 
lino; unknown nogro, shot in sanao vicin- 
ity; Leonard Mallard (colored), scalosman, 
shot over right eyo, 


Tho injured: James A. Bane (white) 
purser, of the British steamer Engineer, 
shot in the head twice, dangerous; Honry 
Brown (colored), screvvinan, 
shot 
ilvo 
times; Tim Porsten (colored), coal wheeler, 
shot seven times; Lunis Ciust (colored),em- 
ploye sugar refinery, shot in hip; Billy 
V/illlams {colored}, screwman, shot In leg; 
Frank Lighthall (colored), driver for ce- 
ment firm; Robert Brooks (white), 'long- 
shoreman, shot in right log; two un- 
known negroes jumped into tho river and 
it is believod wore drowned. 


It is feared that tlio shooting of Bano 
will lea^l to a demand for indejunity from 
Great Britain. 


General John Glynn, commanding tho 
fitato troops, was seen by an Associated 
Press representative and asked wliat action 
tho militia would take in case of further 
trouble. He stated that ho was engaged 
In Iceeping Govorjior P\iSter wellinfonned 
upon what was taJiing place hero, 
Orders 
received by him from Governor Foster 
would not bo disclosed, but orders issued 
by himself ho could malto public, and ho 
had not given any, awaiting tho commands 
of tho chief executive. 


A visit was paid to tho British consulate 
on Carondolet street between Canal and 
Common streets. 
The consul stated that 
Captain Woods, of tho British steamship 
Knginuer, Jiad called on Jilm shortly after 
Pm*sor Bane was, shot and mado a state- 
ment of tho fact of tiiu tiJiootlng, Tho con- 
sul declined to make any statomunt as to 
what action would bo taken. 


Tho police thus far nuido but two ar- 
rests in connection with tho riut, 
liobert 
Brooks and Miko Mtzpatrick, both white 
Bcrovvmou, woro taken into custody early 
last night. 
Both men wero wounded— 
Brooks in tho groin and Fitzpatrick in tho 
wrist—aud aro said to havo been shot by 
thoir comrades during tho promiscuous 
firing. 
Tho prisonei'S wero charged with 
Inciting a riot and remanded to await a 
hoai'ing.

I N S U L T T O O U R FLAG. 


An Amorlcau ATnll Steamer Fltod 
Upo» 
by o Spanish Ouuboan 


NEW YOuk, March 13.—Tho American 
mall steamship AllUvnca arrived here yes- 
terday afternoon from Colon, and just 
as soon as ho landed Captain J. A. Cross- 
man Bont a letter to Seci-etary of Ftato 
Greaham, which is in substanco as follows: 


"On tho morning of March 8, while off 
tho coast of Cuba, a barkentine rigged 
Bteamer was sighted, steaming dircctly for 
us. At 7; 15 sho set hor colors, proving to 
bo a Spanish gunboat. I immediately or- 
dered tho American ensign hoisted on tho 
Allianca, and saluted tho Spaniard, which 
Baluto was duly returned by her. I then 
Baluted onco more, and supposed the mat- 
ter was at an end. 


'*About five minutes later tho Bpaulard 
fired a blank cartridge, and a fow moments 
later another one, followed shortly after- 
wards by threo solid shots, all of which 
fall short of the Allianca, but showing 
very conclusively that tho Spaniard was 
firing at us. I being fully six miles off 
shore, and on tho high seas, paid no fur- 
ther attention to tho Spaniard, but kept 
my course. Tho Spaniard ko/at up tho 
chase, although gradtmlly dropping as- 
tern, for fully twenty-five miles. 


"I desiro to know if the Spaniard has 
any right to firo on my ship, with tho pos- 
Biblo chance of endangering tho lives of tho 
passengers and crew under my charge, or 
to compel mo to heave to, as she probably 
Intended. 


"I respectfully ask for information on 
that subject, as I did not and do not pro- 
pose to heave to, thereby losing time on 
my voyage, to oblige the Spanish gun- 
boats, or any other, except In case of dis- 
tress." 


WAsniNGTON, March 13.—Tho letter of 
Captain Grossman cojnplaining against a 
Spanish gunboat was received at tho state 
department today. 
If it is shown that 
tho Allianca was actually outside the shore 
limit of six miles our govornmont will de- 
mand an apology. 


Hold for Criminal Carelesflness. 


NEW YORK, March 13.—Tho jury inves- 
tigating tho responsibility for the fall of 
tho tenement in Orchard street, by which 
four laborers wci-o killed, bti»ught in a 
verdict yostorday. Thdy finrf the disaster 
duo to faulty planning. The work also, 
they say, was bad and material poor. Tim- 
othy J. Ormsby, building Inspector in tho 
district, is found guilty of "criminal care- 
lessness of the worst kind" in having made 
a false report on tho work. The contract- 
ors, Peter Comer and John Gleaves, and 
tho owner, William F. Lonnon, aro found 
criminally guilty for "wilfully violating 
tho law for tho evident purpose of saving 
expense." 
Ormsby was roleased on $7,6O0 
bail. Gomer, Gleaves and Lennon, out on 
bail, wore not rearrested. 


Rlotoug I n d i a n a Legislators, 


INDIANAPOLIS, March la.—The legisla- 
ture broke up in a wild riot at midnight, in 
which almost overy member participated. 
Revolvers were drawn and many persona 
were seriously injured, Adams, of Park 
county, perhaps fatally. 


INDIANAPOLIS, March 13.—As a result of 
the riot in Indiana's legislature Monday 
midnight, when Myron D. King, Governor 
Matthews' privato secretary,was prevented 
by violence from presenting a veto mos- 
sago, Mr. King lies at his home in a serious 
condition, lie is under the iniiuonce of 
opiates, and his friends are much alarmed 
about him. 
He was in tho hottest of tho 
fight 
for his chiof, and retolved very 
rough treatment. His injuries aro of an 
internal charactor.

ATLANTA, March 13.—The resignation 
of J. 0, C. Black ascongressnuin from tho 
Tenth district was yostorday accoptcd by 
Gt>vernor Atkinson, who will at an early 
day call an election to fill tho vacancy.

Black dofeated Watson, 
and in tho last election again contested 
tho district. Black was elected on tho 
face of tho returns, but frauds being 
charged on both sides ho has rosignod and 
tho race will bo run over again, this timo 
under a now and strict registration law 
passed by tho last gonoral udiiumbly.

THE TEIÜÍS OF PEI ^E 


About to be Concluded Between 
Japan and China, 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—As a result of 
tho negotiations between Minlstov Dun In 
Japan and Minister Donby In China, tho 
terms of tho poaco about to be concluded 
between China and Japan are now known 
with little short of exactness. As under- 
stood in high official circles they aro as fol 
lows: 


First—Tho treaty between Japan and 
China has ceased to exist by reason of tho 
war, but on the renewal of peacc tho now 
treaty will grant Japan extra territorial 
jurisdiction over China, but tho latter 
country will surrender tho extra terri- 
torial jurisdiction sho formerly held in 
Japan. 


Second-There will bo no extension of 
Japanese territory on tho mainland of 
Asia. But tho Island of Formosa, a Chi- 
nese possession lyin^^iff tho coast, will bo 
permanently-codod to Japan. 


Third—Tho Japanese will by treaty bo 
granted tho right to continue tho oooupa- 
tlon of Port Arthur and Wei-Hai-Wol, tho 
two great naval stations leading to tho 
Gulf of Pcchill, for a term of years. 


Fourth—The claims of China that Corea 
Is a depondency of hers shall bo forever re- 
linquished, and Corea shall honcoforth bo 
indopendont. 


Fifth—The cash Indemnity to be paid 
by China wUl not exceed ^50,000,000 in 
gold. 


Tho purpose not to extend Japanese ter- 
ritory to tho mainland, but to confine it to 
tho outlying Island of Formosa, assumes 
tho conclusion of a peace without Euro- 
pean intorvention. Tho maintenance of 
Japan's oxtni territorial jurisdiction In 
China, while the latter country suiTonders 
a similar jurisdiction, loaves China as tho 
only oriental coiintry submitting to this 
outer jurisdiction. Japan now torminatos 
China's consular courts in Japan, al- 
though Japan's consular courts in China 
aro to bo continued. This presents tho 
very singular spectacle of China's conced- 
ing tho ailvanco of Japan into modern 
methods, wliile at tho. same timo conced- 
ing that eho is still in the bonightotf con- 
dition requiring extra territorial jm'isdic- 
tion to protect foreigners in China. 


Probably tho most important conccssion 
Is Japan's occupation of Port Arthur and 
Wei-Hal-Woi for a term of years. 
This 
will assure a continuance of tlio poaco for 
many years to come, as China will be in 
no condition to renew hostilities so long 
as tho gateway to Pokin and to China's 
commerco is guarded on either side by tho 
great fortresses which China grants to 
Japan for a term of years, 


Tho permanent annexation of Formosa 
to Japan will add a rich and fertile coun- 
try to tho Japaneso group. Tho tea pro 
ductlon of tha island is very extensive. 
Morover, there ai'o extensive tracts of ara- 
ble land well suited to Japaneso coollo 
labor, should it bo desired to withdraw tho 
Japaueso from Hawaii,

It H M Doubtless Resulted in a Itaco W a r 
at Walsonburj^, Colo, 


PUEBLO, Colo., March 13.—On Sunday 
Deputy Sheriff Hixon was brutally mur- 
dorod at Walsenburg by sevenil Italian 
coal miners. 
After pounding tho deputy's 
head into a pulp the body was hiddon, and 
was not found until Monday morning. 
When a general alarm was given blood- 
hounds wero put upon tho murderers' 
trail, and in a short time tho well trained 
dogs succeeded In running down tho gang 
of nine Italians. 


Yesterday aftornoon an Inquest was 
hold and tho guilt of tho gang clearly es- 
tablished. At 7:80 last night, as tho nino 
wero being taken to jail in a wagon, they 
WÄU firt'd upon from ambush. Four of 
tlio prisoners, who.so names cannot bo 
learned on accoiuit of tho oxcitemont, 
wero instantly killed. Joe WoJby, a young 
American boy who was driving tho wagon, 
was also killed. Tho olficers returned tho 
firo, whicli lasted sovorai minutes, Tho 
most intensa excitoiuont I'oigns, 


Ono hundrod or jnoro Italians, seeing 
their countrymen lying around dead, be- 
camo frenzied, swearing they will havo 
vengeance. Both factiuns began arming 
themselves, and at last accounts wore ox- ^ 
pooled to como Uiguthor at any nxoment, 
Tho telegraph operator nt Walsenburg has 
abandoned his post, leaving no way to so- 
cure further information, oxcopt as it is 
brought into surrounding towns by peo- 
ple wbu are fleeing frum tho scone of trou- 
ble, or deputy sheriffs seeking assistance.

March 13.—Mr. West, of 
Berks, put In a bill in the house yostorday 
providing that it sJxall bo unlawful for 
any corporation, firm or person

employes to take out policies of insuranco 
in any accident, casualty, orllabllity com- 
pany in which tho firm or persons aro in- 
torestod, tho cost of the policy being de- 
ducted from tho wages of the employe. 
Penalties for violation aro provided.

IN THE RANKS. 


A CAVATjRYMAN^S IJIFR IX T H E 
R E G U L A R AR3IY. 


A Hard TImo at First—Loarnins to 
Drill ftud Ulde—In tho Bar- 
racks—Play 
Mixed 
AVlth Work. 


I y HE life of a soldier in the aer- 
vico of Undo Sam is but 
vaguely uudoTBtood by oi- 
G 
viliaus, says W. J. Rouso in 
tho New York Recorder. 
Many peo- 
ple imagine that tho enlisted man has 
nothing much to do but to loaf around 
in warm barracks, eat good food in 
plenty, draw and spend his pay and 
worry his mind about nothing. 
His 
position is secure and his salary is cer- 
tain, therefore what better could a 
man want? 


This is doubtless tho opinion of 
many men when they enlist as re- 
cruits, but before the two years neces- 
eary to the making of a good soldier 
have elapsed he finds that soldiering 
is anythinf^ but a bed of roses. 


After a citizen has signed the en- 
listment papers at the recruiting of- 
ficer's office in the citv, has been os- 
amined and accepted and assigned to 
a troop in the cavalry service—assum- 
ing that he has enlisted in that arm of 
the service—he is sent to the post 
where his troop is stationed. At Fort 
Riley (Kansas) there are detachments 
of recruits now in process of training 
for cavalrymen, and it is of their daily 
life that this article will treat. 


The recruit is either sent to the post 
from Fort Sheridan, Jefferson Bar- 
racks, David's Island or Columbus 
Barracks, according to the locality of 
his former home, and when he arrives 
at the post is sent to the recruit bar- 
racks, 
Lieutenant Lewis, of tho Sec- 
ond Cavalry, is now in charge of re- 
cruits, and Sergeant Dolan, Troop I, 
Seventh Cavalry, one of the oldest 
men in the cavalry service, is their 
drill master. 
If tho recruits arrive in 
citizens' clothes, uniforms and other 
clothing necessary to the soldier are 
given to them. 
The clothing is warm, 
eubs^tantial and well made. 


Tho newcomers are put through a 
thorough medical examination by the 
Burgeons, immediately upon their or- 
rival and are all vaccinated. 
When 
they are ready to begin soldier life in 
earnest they are issued arms and 
equipments and their education fairly 
begins. 
But thej do not have a fine 
horse to ride, nor are they ijlaced at 
once in tho ranks of the troop to which 
they have been assigned, by any 
means. There is a probationary period 
averaging sixty days, during which 
the poor recruits wish they were safe 
at home again every time the sun goes 
down. 
Their instructions begin in a 
very tame manner, 
A drill master 
takes them out upon tho broad jja- 
rado ground, surrounded on three 
sides by tho quarters of the cavalry- 
men, and there puts them through 
their paces, in full view of the old 
Boldiers, who "guy" them unmerci- 
fully at times. 
After they have been 
taught to stand in a comparatively 
straight line, to march in fours and 
in single file, they are taught a "set- 
ting up drill," which is a series of cal- 
isthen c exercises, tending to strength- 
en the muscles and give agility and 


an officer when necessary. 
This is a 
lesson ho never forgets, for it is put 
into daily use as long as ho is a soldier. 


After marching, and facing, and 
wheeling, and walking over the rough 
parade ground until he is tired and 
stiff and sore, tho recruit is given his 
arms. 
He is taught the sabre and 
carbine drill dismounted and later tho 
manual of tho pistol is added. 
Days 
elapse before he progresses to this 
point, however, and thoy are days of 
the hardest sort of work, which seem 
never to have an end. 
He eats raven- 
ously at the big moss hall during this 
time, for he has not yet cultivated 
that abhorrenco for steamed beef that 
will come to him later, 
Ho will see 


riding hall, which is the largest in the 
world, except one, and there, in tho 
middle of tho hall, sees an officer on a 
horse. 
Ho never imagined a man 
looked so well on a horse before. 
Of 
course, he will be a rider, too, in a 
day or two. 
The column of recruits, 
mounted now upon regular cavalry 
horses, move forward at a walk. 
Isn't 
it delightful. 
Covering more distance 
than they used to cover on the parade 
ground pounding sand and without 
effort. 


Tho horses are wheeled into single 
file, and then comes the command 
"trotl" 


Tho illusion of luxury is dispelled I 
That horse seems to como down stiff-

the day when he will hate the sight of 
a cow alive or dead, and will not be on 
si^eaking terms with a butcher for the 
remainder of his natural life. 
But he 
hasn't attained that i^oint yet. 
He 
has an appetite entirely out of propor- 
tion to Government rations, and would 
eafc three times his jjortion of every- 
thing if ho could get it. 
The easy 
marching and slow drills he has seen 
and which he thought were nothing 
allied to work are beginning to have 
weight. 
The tedium is becoming op- 
pressive and he longs for the time to 
come when ho will be able to look out

of his barracks and see some other 
poor recruit *'pounding sand" on that 
terrible parade ground as ho has been 
doinir. 


But there comes a day when he is 
told that he is to have a horse. 
He 
hails it with delight. 
He has never 
been on a horse's back in his life, but

rtlippleness to the body. 
They are a 
queer looking lot of men, when one 
• eees them in the forenoon, in the 
parade ground, pumping their arms 
up and down like tho fans of a wind- 
mill and turning this way and that as 
the drill master utters bis sharp, 
Authoritative commands. 
If the re- 
cruit is cumbersome or sluggish in 
his movements, or is inclined to bo 
funny, means are always found to 
make him look upon the serious side 
of the business and that without delay. 
One of the first facts that dawn upon 
tho brain of the new men is that there 
is a very wide gulf between on officer 
and an enlisted man. 
He is educated 
to this fact carefully and thoroughly 
and is shown how properly to salute 


he knows all about it, nevertheless. 
He will be a veritable centaur when 
he gets that horse. 
Ho draws his sad- 
dle and horse equipments and is told 
how to use them and to care for them, 
as well as to groom his horse properly. 
That is one of the things he didn't 
think of, but he finds that half an hour 
every day, from 4.30 to 5 o'clock 
in the afternoon, has to be spent at 
the stables, and that if his horse is not 
groomed to the satisfaction of the in- 
specting officer, the half hour may 
lengthen remarkably. 
But he learns 
to do this work satisfactorily, and af- 
ter a few months' practice, does it 
speedily as well as thoroughly. 


But to go back to the morning of 
his first ride. 
He enters the great 


legged, all four at one time, and the 
recruit's anatomy receives such a suc- 
cession of jars that his teeth clatter 
and he grabs the tree of the saddle 
for suj^iDort. The sharp eye of the of- 
ficer is upon him, however, and he 
has to let go of that dear saddle in- 
stanter. 
Bumpety, bump, he goes 
around the big hall, time and agaim 
Will the command '*halt" never come? 


Two hours of torture, and his fore- 
noon's work is 
finished. 
When he 
gets off his horse his knees tremble 
under him and he walks from choice 
at a broad-gauge gait. 
When he sits 
down to his dinner the board benches 
seem to be full of lumps, spots become 
sore, and for a week he is in a frame 
of mind to prefer a hot griddle and 
harder than he ever noticed them to 
be before. 
He is experiencing some 
of the delighxs of soldiering, but ho 
still has a little uliiok left. 


The second day is worse than the 
first, and he loses small portions of 
skin from the constant rubbing of the 
saddle. 
These to a cavalry saddle to 
sit upon. 
He cannot stop, however, 
for he has set out to be a soldier and 
a soldier ho will be if his flesh and 
bones hold out. 


Before he is fairly accustomed to 
the use of his feet in the stirrups, and 
just when he is beginning to catch 
the knack of supporting himself upon 
them and relieve that terrible bump- 
ing, his sabre and carbine are given 
him, and he is instructed in their use, 
mounted. 


That is the last straw. 
He has no 
use of his hands to help balance him- 
self, and he gets a worse pounding 
than ever. 
But all good times must 
have an end, and within a few weeks 
he rides fairly well in the riding hall 
and the period of galling unpleasant- 
ness is at an end. 
His education in 
riding, the nse of sabre, carbine and 
pistolprogress rapidly, and eventually, 
say at a period averaging about sixty 
days from his arrival at Fort Riley, 
he finds himself in his troop an "in- 
structed recruit," ready for any ser- 
vice which the troop may be called 
upon to perform. 
But he still has 
that odious name clinging to him and 
will have it nntil another detachment 
of recruits join the troop. 
Then he 
will be called a cavalryman and the 
newcomers will be recruits until the 
next detachment comes. 


Turning now to the old soldiers, 
that is, all those who have served 
throe years or thereabouts—and some 
of them have served nearly thirty— 
let us see how they live, and what 
tliey do. 
Reveille is sounded at G.30 
in the morning, and breakfast is at 7, 
Tho drill hour comes some time be- 
tween 8 and 12 o'clock, according to 
the schedule laid down for each troop, 
and after drill comes dinner. 
At 4.30 
in the afternoon ''stables" is sounded, 
and every man not on special duty 
or on sick report, must groom his 
horse to the fcatisfaction of the officer 
in charge. 
At 5,30 or i? o'clock, ac- 
cording to the season of the year, sup- 
per is served in the moss hall, and 
after that the men amuse themselves 
in their quarters, playing cards, check- 
ers, chess and other games until bed 
time. 


Some of the troops have literary as? 
sociations and libraries. 
Books, nov- 
els, ijeriodicals and magazines are to 
be found here in profusion, and in the 
society or amusement halls are billiard 
and ijool tables, boxing gloves, fencing 
foils, dumb bells, etc., which are in 
constant use by the men. 
Of course 
other duty is to be jjerformed other 
than %he routine work. 
About every 
fifteen days the soldier is detailed for 
guard duty, and he may be detailed i 
by the officers for special duty at any ^ 


time. 
Some of the men, in most cases 
Swedes or Germans, work for tho of- 
ficers during tho hours thoy are free 
from duty in their troops. These men 
are in many cases looked upon with 
disfavor by their comrades for doing 
menial service, and tho soldiers call 
them "dog robbers." There are some 
excellent men, however, who are not 
averse to earning almost double jmy 
in this way, and it ia a question 
whether their judgment is not bettor 
than that of the other men who look 
down such work as menial. 


Tho barracks are roomy, well venti- 
lated, clean to a degree, and very 
comfortable. 
Tho cots are of iron, 
with good mattresses and plenty of 
blankets. 
Tho rooms aro all heated by 
steam, and aro supplied with wash and 
bathrooms for tho use of tho men. 
Each barrack is under tho charge of a 
first sergeant, who is responsible for 
the oleanliness of tho rooms, as well 
as for the property of tho troop. 
These non-commissioned officers have 
a room to themselves, in the same 
building with their troops. 


Troop messes were abandoned some 
years ago at Fort Riley, and a con- 
solidated mess was substituted. 
This 
derives some income from tho canteen 
and store, but nothing very magnifi- 
cent in the way of menu is served. 
There is beef and substantial food in 
plenty, and tho men all admit that tho 
quality is of tho best, but a system of 
cooking by steam is ip use here, and 
roast beef is unknown. 
Steam beef 
is to all intents and purposes like 
boiled beef, and boiled beef 365 days 
in tho year is monotonous to say the 
least. 
The 
men 
have 
sweetened 
coffee, without milk, and bread with- 
out butter, at every meal. 
The offi- 
cers agree that the Government ration 
should bo so changed as to feed the 
men at least properly. 
The old 
ration, established for field use in war 
times, is still in vogue, and the men 
are allowed only about eleven cents a 
day for subsistence. 
There can be no 
doubt that radical changes are needed 
in the department, and ought to bo 
made, if tho sentiments and opinions 
of both officers and men amount to 
anything. 
As matters in the mess 
hall now are, the men frankly admit 
that no cause for desertion in the 
army is so strong as the mess hal). 
Many of the men take their meals at 
the restaurant in tho canteen, as long 
as their pay lasts. 
These men there- 
fore are simply soldiering for their 
board, and not the best board at that. 


Aside from this one point, Fort 
Riley is an ideal military station. The 
buildings and everything in them is 
of the best, and the location of the 
post is one of the most delightful in 
the United States.

Onion Salad—Break white bread or 
biscuit into bits, dry in the oven until 
sufficiently brittle to rub through a 
eieve. 

With two 
teacupfuls of sifted crumbs mix two 
amall onions chopped, tho chopped 
whites of two eggs, two tablespoonfula 
of melted butter, a teaspoonful of salt, 
A little pepper, and three tablespoon- 
fuls of vinegar.

French Dressing—Beat

blended two tablespoonfuls of melted 
butter, a scant teaspoonful of salt» 
half a teaspoonful of popper, and two 
tablespoonfuls of vinegar. 
Beat till 
light and foamy. 


Boon Salad—Drain a pint of lima 
beans which have been boiled in salted 
water till tender bub not broken, cut 
A medium-sized boiled potato in thin 
slices while hot. 
Mix with a fork, 
beans, potatoes, two tablespoonfuls of 
any cold chopped meat and a tea^ 
spoonful of dry mustard. 
Place in ^ 
ealad bowl and pour French dressing 
over the top. 


Codfish Salad-^Pull 
codfish into 
thin strips, soak twelve hours in cold 
water, then change to fresh and let lie 
half an hour, 
Eemove the moisture 
with a soft towel, dip in melted but- 
ter, and broil. 
While warm shred 
finely and when cold add a very little 
finegar. 
Place on the top of soma 
finely shredded cabbage and serve 
with mayonnaise dressing. 


Mayonnaise 
Dressing—Beat 
the
